MR. EDITOR:—I have cut dot" nnd send 


you the above items from the Neu's and Sen- 
tinel of this morning. When to this is udd- 
ed the f'nct that this is only the second suit 
on trial, since the Court commenced its ses- 
sion, u week ago last Monday, and that there 
nre over two hundred more suits on the 
docket for trial nt this Term, it i» easy to 
calculate when, nt this rate, Judge Hubbell 
will be able to dispose of causes now ready 
for trial and hearing. If it tnkes ten days 
for him to dispose of two cases, it will re- 
quire him only one ihouannd days, or three 
years and sixty-one days, Sundays excepted, 
at this rate, to dispose of the balance of the 
causes now upon the docket. 


These two cases, which have already oc- 


cupied so long a time, are but simple actions 
ol'ussumpsit, involving no very novel or in- 
tricate questions of law, and have brought 
to the stand but tho ordinary number of wit- 
nesses in contested cages; and could, and 
would, have been disposed of by any Circuit 
Judge in New-York in one quarter the time 
already consumed. 
It is always observed 


that a slow Judge makes n slow Bar, and a 
talkative Judge a talkative Bar; which latter 
is the great fault of Judge Hubbntl. 
Like 


most men who have a great flow of language 
and talk easily, he talks too much. If he 
would suffer the lawyers employed io the 
cuse to try their own causes, and not/him- 
self object to testimony which the opposing 
counsel is willing to receive, and only open 
his mouth when ho was called upon to de- 
cide a question made by the counsel in the 
cause, and theo decide it promptly and clear- 
ly in the fewest words possible, less than 
half the time now wasted in profitless dis- 
cussion with the lawyers, would suffice to 
dispose of the business. He must himself 
sot the example of brevity in discourse and 
inflexibility of decision, to get the lawyers 
to imitate, respect nnd obey it. Of what 
use is it for him to urge the lawyers con- 
cerned to be expeditious, if he will himself 
object to testimony which is not objected to 
by counsel, argue poiuts.of law of his own 
milking, and then conclude n three quarters 
of an hour's waste of time in this way.by a 
doubtful opinion in his own favor of the cor- 
rectness and propriety of his own objection? 
The worst of a'l is, that whilst be thus him- 
self unnecessarily and improperly consumes 
more time upon questions and objections of 
his own making, nnd arguing with counsel 
thereon, he almost invaritfbly concludes the 
time thus wasted by the cry, Proceed ; this 
cause has already taken too much time ; thus 
leaving it for the jury and by-stnnders to im- 
ply that it is the lawyers, and not himself, 
that have consumed so much lime in the trial 
of the case.

The warmest friend and greatest admirer 


of Judge Hubbell, who is at all acquainted 
with his manner of trying causes, will ac- 
knowledge the correctness of the ropresen- 
tions:here made, and many have themselves 
alluded to these defects in his administration; 
and they are now pointed but in this public 
manner for the sole purpose of his reforma- 
tion in this behalf. 
By these means he will 


have a picture, not dictated by malice or ill- 
will, which he can exhibit .to his most par- 
ticular or peculiar friends, and ascertain 
whether it be not n faithful likeness, and if 
so, reform his practices, for the public good.
